1 have feene lively 
Actings ot Charitie out of Reverence to the Command of the 
Lo:d, when fuch-as-hadnoe rhat ‘principle wene ‘farze from 
duch works of mercy, itpleafed God to try them ‘iin the time 
ofthe Pox, for fome of them did hazard their owne lives 
( for tothem ivis ver ‘mortall ) in obedience to the Com- 
mand of the Lord , to thew mercy to them that were ficke, 
and {ome were infe&ted thereby , and fell ficke and lay with 
‘muuch chearefullnefle and_patience.under Gods hand, and 
through the Lords mercy -are well againe; others who did 
‘thew mercy in that cafe efeaped the ficknefle to the praife of 
God. Likewile God is pleafed to try their Charitie by an old 
‘Paraliticke or Palfie ficke-man, whofe owne Children being 
“prophane and tyred wich the burthen of hinv (his retentive 
_power of houlding excrements being Joofened ) and having 
~2 loofencfie, fometimes he is very noyfome and burthenfome )

he could fpcake no more, he continued to lift up his hands to 
‘Heaven, according as-his ftrength lafted, unto his. laft breach ; 
fo that they fay of him he dyed praying ; when 1 vificed him: 
the laftciose chat I faw him in this world (not doubting but. I 
fhall fee him againe with Chrift in Glory ) one of his fayings: 
was this: Foure yeares. and.a Quarter tince, I came to your 
houfe, and brought fome of our Children to dwell wich the 
Englifh, now tdye, I ftrongly intreate you (for that is their 
phrafe ) that you would ftrongly increate Elder Heath ( wich 
whom his Sonne liveth ).and the reft, which have our Chil- 
dren, that they may. be taught toknow God, fo as that they 
may teach thei: Countrymen, becaufe {uch an example would 


doe great gocd among them, his heart was much upon our 
intended worke, to gather a Churchamong them, Irold ae ; 
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‘I geeatly defired that he might live (if it were Godg will ) to 
be onein that worke, but if he fhould now dye he fhould goe 


to abecter Church, where Abrabam and TIfaack and Facob; and 


Mofes, and all che dead Saints were vvith Jefus Chrift in the 
pretence of God in all happineffe and Glory ; he faid he fea- 
red not death, he was vvilling to dye,and turning to.che Com- 
pany vvhich were prefent , he fpake unto them thus-; I now 
fball dye, but Fefus Chrift caileth you that live to goe to Na- 
ticke, that there the Lord might rule over you, that you might 
make a Church, and have the Ordinance of God among yon , 
believe in his Word, and doe as bee commandeth you : With 
many. fuch vvords exhorting them, vvhich they could not: 
heare vvithout vveeping. A little before his death he {pake 
many gracious vvords unto them, vvherein one paflage vvas 
this ; Some delight to heare and {peake idle and foolifb words, 
but I defire to beare and fpeake onely the words of God, ex- 
horting them fo to doe likewife : his gracious vvords vvere:

Another affli&tion and damping to our vvorke vvas this,- 


that ic hath pleafed God to take avvay that Indian vvho vvas- 


moft ative in Carpentrey, and who had framed mee an houfe 


with a little direftion of fome Englifh, whom I fometime pro-: 
cured to goe with mee to guide him,and to fet out his worke: 
hee dyed of the Pox this winter, fo that our houfelyeth, not 
yet raifcd, vvhich maketh my aboade amongft them more dif- 
ficult, and my tarriance fhorter then elfe I vvould ; bat the 
Lord helpech mee to remember that hehath faid , Endure thou 
hardneffe as a good Souldier of Fefus Chrift.: Thefe are fome.of 
the gracious tryalls and Corrections the Lord hath exer- 


cifed us withall, yet he hath mingled them with much Jove. 


and favour in other refpedts; for it hath pleafed God this 
winter much to inlarge the abilitie ofhim whofe helpe I ufe 
in tranflating the Scriptures, which I account a great-farche- 
rance of that which I moft defire;namely,to communicate un-

to them as much of the Scriptures in theic owne-language as 
am able. Betides, it hath pleafed God to ftirreup the hearts o 
many of them this winter:to learneto readeand write,where. 
in they doe very much profit with avery little helpe, efpecial~ 
ly tome of them, forthey.are very ingenious, And whereas 
I had thoughts chat vvee muft have an Englifoman to be cheic 
Schoole-Mafter, [now hope that the Lord will raife up fome 
of themfelves,and enable them unto that worke,with my care 
to teach them well in the reafon of the founds of Letters and 
fpelling,I eruft in the Lord that vvee (hall have fundry of chem 
able co reade and write, who (hall vvrite every man for him- 
felfe fo much of the Bible as the Lord {hall pleafe to enable me 
to tranflate. Befides thofe workes which concerne Religion 
and Learning, wee are alfo'a doing (according to the meafure 
of our day of {mall things) in'the civill part of this worke 
wee have fet out fome part of the Towne in {everall Streets, 
meaiuring out and dividing of Lots, which I fet them to doe 
and teach them how to doe it: many have planted Apple- 
rees, and they have begun diverfe Orchards , its now planc- 
ing- time, and they be full of bufineffe, yet wee are doing fome 
publicke workes; the laft weeke I appointed our LeCture to 


‘be at a Water which, is a common paffage, and where the Fifi 


wee call Alewives come, there wee built abridge, and made a 
wyre to catch Fifh, and being many of them, fome wee ape 
pointed to one worke,and fome to another, through the blef- 
fing of God “wee ‘brought both thefe workes to perfection + 

weealfo have begun a Pallizadoe Fort, in the midft where- 

of wee intend a meeting-houfe and Schoole-houfe , but 
- weeare in great want of Tooles,and many neceflaries , and 
when wee cannot goe wee muft be content to creepe ; this pre- 
fent'weckel am going to Pawtucket, the great Fifhing place 
upon Merimek, where I heare fundry doe expe& my coming, 
with a purpofe to fubmic themfelves unto the Lords hand.

Mafters booke, vvnich he can reade, and teach them; and alfo 
all the Copies he fetteth his Schollers vvhen he teacheth chem 
to write, are the Queftions and An(wersof the Catechifme, 
that fo the Children may be the more promipt and ready there- 
in’: wee afpire to no higher learning yet , but to fpell, reade, 
and vvrite, that fo they may be able to vvrite for themfelves 
fuch Scriptures as I have already , or hereafter may ( by the 
blefing of God )-tranflate for then; for I have no hope to 
fee the Bible tranflated , much leffe printed in my dayes. 
_ Therefore my chiefe care if to Communicate as much of the 


Scriptures as I can by writing : and further , my {cope fo to 


traine up both men and youths, that when they bein fome 
meafure inftru&ted themfelves, they may be fent forth to other 
parts ofthe Countrey, to traineup and inftru& others, even 
as they.chemfelves have been trained up and inftru&ted. This 
confideration doth make mee very carefull to put on the 
Schoole, andiattend it with what diligence I can, alchough I 
cannovasyetdoein it, what.! defire. There be feverall provi- 
dences of God appearing to worke, which make mee thinke 
thac che moft effeGuall and generall way of {preading che Go-= 
{pel will beiby themfelves., when fo inftructed as ] have above- 
mentioned; asfor my preaching, though fuch whofe hearts 
God hath bowed to attend, can picke up fome knowledge by 
my broken expreffions, yet I feethat it is not fo taking, and 
effectuall co ftrangers,as-their owne cxpreflions be, who natu- 
rally {peake unco themin their owne tongue. To the end

Mafter taking the care of catechizing the Children > 1 leaving

Knowledge, which yet I am wary in doing, leaft 1 thould 
dampe and difcourage the weake. The(e things I attend with. 
the more intention, becaufe it feemeth to: mee God will. im- 
ploy thefe firft inftru&ed to inftru& others, of which J have 
had fundry experiences, fome I thall inftance ; it pleafed Mr 
Wintbrop({cn-unto our late Honoured Governour-now at reft ) 
toadvile mee to fend two difcreete.men to the greateft and 
moft potent Sachem among the Naraganfets, to anf{wer fach 
Quitions as they might propound, and to flirre them upto 
callon God, I did accordingly, and fent him a Prefent by 
them; but the proud Sachem did litle leffe-then defpife the 
offer, though hee tooke the Prefent 3,So they thought they: 
thould have returned without fucceffe;buc when they. came 
among the people, efpecially fuch as. were a little more re« 
note from the great.and proud ones, they received them with 
great gladnefle ; one Company taking one’of:ours among 
them, others taking the other of our men: amongft them; - 
they asked them many Qeftions, exprefled their readinefleto 
call upon God, if they had any to teachthem: exprefling like=, 
wife that they did not expec theirSachems-would pray toGod, — 
becaufe they vvere fo proud : by which] doe perceive that the 
Lord is preparing a plentifull harveft, and not onely by this, 
but by many other Evidences. There is a great Countrey ly- 
ing betweene Conedfacott and the Majfachufets, called Nipnet, 
where there be many Indians difperfed, many of which have 
{ent to our Indians, defiring that fome may be fent unto them 
to teach them to pray unto.God. And fometimes fome of our 
beft men doe goe todeverall places for a little while, and re- 
turne againe, and not. without fuccefle. Thefe things being 
fo, the worke which vvee now have in hand will be asa pate 
terne and Copie before them, to imitate in all the Countrey, 
both in civilizing them im their order . government:, Law, 
and in their Church proceedings and adminiftrations ; and

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hence great care lyeth upon mee to fet them right at firft, to 
Taya fure foundationfor {uch a building, as I forefee will be 
built upon ic, and in this matter I greatly need pray: The or- 
der of proceeding with them, is fuft to gather them together 
from their {cattered courte of life, to cohabitation and civill: 
erderand Government, andthen to forme them (the Lord 
having fitted them) into vifible Churcheftate, for the gui-

the carriage and behaviour of things and men: among other 
things one of our Indians did (as we are wont) exercife, which 
~ they tooke fo much notice of, and were fo farre affe&ted with, 


as that it pleafed che Governour to advice meto write the fub-_ 


ftance of that which he {pake, which is as followeths his Text 
was Matth. 13.44, 45546. Againe, the Kingdome of heaven is like 
unto treafure hid in a feild, the which when a man bath found, be bi- 
deth aud for joy thereof goeth and Seiler. all that be bath , and buyeth 
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ibe feild : 45. Againe, the Kingdome of heaven is like unto aMar~ 
chant-man feeking goodly pearles : 46. Who when be bad found one 
pearle of great price, be went and fould all that be bad and bought it. 
The fubftance of thefe words he did twice rehearfe,then for in- 

. ftru@ion he firfl propounded what is this treafure which is hid. 
in-a feild ?he anfwered it is Repemtance for finne, faith in 
Chrift, and pardon of finne and all grace, as alfo praying to 
God, the worfbip of God, and his appointments, which are 
the meanes of Grace, on which he dilated, fhewing what ex- 
cellent pearles thefe are, exhorting all to account fo of them, 
andon- this point he. did much infift : fecondly, he asked what 
isthe Feild where thefepearles are to be found? he anfwered 
the Church of Chrift,which they did defire to conftitutein this 

place, and to that end come thither to dwell : Thirdly, he 
asked what is it co fell all that aman hath to buy this Feild > 
He anfwered, to part with all their finnes, and to part with all 
their old Cuftomes, and to part with their friends and lands, 
or any thing which hindereth them from coming tothat place, - 
where they may gather a Church, and enjoy all thefepearles;. 
and here he infifted much to ftirre them up,that nothing fhould — 
hinder them from Gathering together into this place where 
they might enjoy fuch a mercy. ' : 
Then-he proceeded to the fecond parable, andhis firft Que- 
flion was, Whois the Marchant man, that feekech goodly 
pearles? he anfwered, it is all you Indians which pray to God, 
and repent of finne , and come to heare the word of God, you 
come to feeke for excellent pearles ; and here alfo he infifted :- 
his fecond Queftion was, What is this pearle of great price? 
now inanfwer to this Queftion he did noe pitch it on Chrift 

alone, and thew the worth and price of Chrift : buthe did 

pitch it on faich in Jefus Chrift, and repentance for finne, and 

ftood upon the excellency and neceflitie thereof. And this was 
the greateft defe& I obferved in his Exercife,which feeing I un- _ 
dertake to relate thac which none but my felfe underftood, I ~ 

dare not but truely relate, becaufe the Lord heard all, and I 

muft give an account of this relation before him :His next que= 

ftion was, What is meant by all the Riches he had ? he anfwe- 
red, his finnes, his evill Cuftomes, his evill manners , ogre

fae formerly tooke oaaile pleafure 5 And here he dilated alfo: 


Laftly he asked how did he fell them all, and buy the pearle? 
he anfwered, by cafting away & forfaking all his finnes, mour- 
ning and repenting of them, praying to God, and believing in 
Jefus Chrift.

snd this according to the beft of my memory and obfervation, 
is the fubftance of what he delivered, Whereby you may ob-

There was here fome few weekes fince, 
the prime Indian at Marthas Vineyard with Mt Mabewe ( Humane- 
quinn ) a grave and folemne Man, with whom I had ferious dif- 
courte, Mr Mabewe being prefent as Interpreter between us, 
who is a great proficient both in knowledge and utterance, 
and love, and practice of the things of Chrift, and of Religion, 
such honoured and reverenced, and attended by the reft of the 
Indians there, who are folemnely Covenanted together, know 
not how many, but between thirtie or fortie at the leaft,; and 
receive none into their Fraternitie, or Combination, but thofe 
which give good proofe of their upright defires, to their Con- 
{cience, in their profeffions and Converfations, who when Mz 
Mabewe cannot be with them (as at many fet times he is ) doth 
in the wecke time infiru& himfelfe from Mt Mabews mouth, 
and prepare for their inftru&tion on the Lords day, which they 
confcionably obferve, and ‘have their-conftant folemne meet. 
ings together: This man where he was,had communion on the 
Lords day with Mr Eliots Indians neere Dorchefter Mill, unto’ 
whom he preached or declared what he had learned himfelfe 
from che Scripture, {ome two houres together; with folemne. 
prayer before and after, and-then ended witha Pfalme , fuch as 
athome is wont to be fang among his ufuall hearers, The. 
Lords day after he was in our Affembly , the Boate then being. 
ready to carry him home by the next opportunitie, and truely. 
sny reverence to him was fuch,as. there being no roome I pray~ 
ed our brethren to receive that good Iidian into one of their 
pewes, which they did forenoone andafcernoone,and at meale, 
i perceived by him that he had underftanding of what he heard, 
Mr Leverich beingdately hereand at my houfe, (who alfo prea- 
ched at our new Church ) I conferred with him about.thebe- 
ginnings and progrefle of the Lords worke, among his neigh- 
bouring fadians at Sandwich, and did heare from him, what did - 
my heart good. And therefore when he tooke his leave of me

Charles River ) they have made a firme high foote-bridge arch- 
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wife to walks to and fro, having heaped on the bottome tym- 
bers huge ftones, the more to fortifie it, and it was a great en- 
couragement to them , that the laft yeare, ( whem a like bridge 
made by the Englifh in the new Dedham Village called Medefield, 
fome foure or five miles from them ) was throwne downe by. 
the force of the flouds or Ice, yet theirs did ftand firme and up- 
right. But to returneto the Fort, and to the bufines of the 
day, thatis Round and Capacious, and they have prepared 


there a large Canopie of Matts upon poles for Mr Eliot and 


the chiefe of his Company to fit under, and other forts for 
them{elves and other hearers. The Saneps or men by themfelves 
and the Squaes or women by themfelvcs,befides the Englifp then 
prefent, ( which were about thirtie ) there were I thinke not 
fewer then a hundred men women and young ones;among the 
Indians there be fome greater proficients in knowledge, and of. 
beteer utterance by farre then their fellowes,Grave and ferious 
men, whom Mr Eliot hath trained up ( or the Lord rather by 


his inftru&tions and dire&tions ) to infiru&t and exhort the reft 
_Of the Indians in their Lords day and other meetings, when he 


cannot come to them himfelfe. There be fome five of thefe, 
one of them was prepared before we came, and appointed to 
begin this Exercife ; che further relation of the manner of this 
Indians behaviour in preaching, together with the fubftance of 
that Sermon being before fet downe by Mt Eliot may be never 
omitted : other particulars in order to the exa& defcription of 
the Indian Fort and buildings in Mr Eliois Letter is defective 
are here fupplyed. This man being of middle age, and clad all 
in Englifhb apparel] (as moft ifnotall others of themvare ) fit- 
ting in the midft, ona ftoole, under the fhelter, did begin with — 
prayer very {olemnely,tanding up for fome halfe quarter of an 
houre, then fitting downe fpake unto them of the two Para- 
bles, concerning the Feild wherein the treafure hid, and the 
wite Marchant felling all for the pearle; wee underftood him 
not ( fave Mr Eliot _) excepting now and then aword ortwo, 
he diicourfed to them fome three quarters of ar houre av the 
leaft, wich great devotion, gravitie, decency, readines and af- 
icCtion, and.geftures very becomming, and fundry mentions 
he mace. of Jefus Chrift,{ fpecially in the beginning, and i

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wards the ending, as if he were the feope of all, and the reft of 


the Indians ; diverfe old men and women, and the younger did 
joyne and attend with much Reverence, as if much affected 
therewith; then he ended with prayer as he beganne. Then 
_ Mr Eliot prayed and preached in the Indian Language for fome 
houre more, about coming to Chrift, and bearing his yoake, 
This Text was tranflated by him from the Scripture into Eng= 
lifh, {peaking with much authoritie, and after his latter prayer 
the Indian Schoole-Mafter read out of his Booke one of the 
P/almes in mecter, line by line, tran{lated by Mr Eliot into Indi- 
an, all the men and women, &c. finging the fame together in 
one of our ordinary Englifp tunes melodioufly. I fhould have 
{aid that after Mt Eliote Sermon there were two or three grave 


Indiaxs that propounded to Mr Eliot, each of them a Queftion, | 


very pertinent to the matter he handled about the yoake of 

- Ghrift, and coming to Chrift, which he anfwered, interpre- 
ting unto us both their Queftions, and the fumme of his owne 

-Anfwers. After this the Lord did ftirre up my heart to make 
an Exhortation to the Indians, which Mé Eliot expounded to 
them, and alfo the Governours Speech, which God did ftirre 
him up too unto the fame purpofe declaring our joy to fee 
fach beginnings, and warning them of the great danger if chey 
fhould decline from what they had already come unto, either 
in their knowledge, aficCtion, or Chriftian practice, incoura~ 
ging them againft what might dampe or deterre. 

Then all of us taking us to our horfes left Mr Eliot and them 
together, the Governour and his Company to lye at Dedbam, 
and the reft of us when wee had rid two or three miles wich: 
chem did returne into our owne way towards our former lod-- 
ging, having been every one of us much refrefhed in our {pi- 
rits in what we faw,& were informed of, viz. of God anongit 


them. Not long before this, travelling with Mr Eliot’ brother™ 


I conferred in the way ferionfly with him about thefe Indians, 
for heufeth to accompany his brother, and is aright godly 


and diligent man, defiring to know what folidity he found — 


by experience inthem. Who did acquaint mee that there was 
difference between them as between the Englifb, fome being lefie 


ferious then others, and lefle {pirituall ; but that chere was a 
cone: 
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confiderable Company of folide ones that were conftant and 
forward in gocd duties, as well on the weeke dayes as on the 
Lords. And that he had purpofely fometimes in the darke 
walked the Round, as it were alone, and found them in their 
feverall Families as devout in prayer, &c. as if there had been 
any prefent to obferve : and that carried it very modeftly, 
utterly refufing to receive any reliefe from Mr Eliots Table, | 
choofing rather to live on the provifions at home, which came | 
in by their owne labour ; and when once Mr Eliots owne pro- 
vifions failed ( hee being detained among them fundry dayes 
beyond bis intent ) they foonetooke notice, and oftheir owne 
accord did bring unto him varietie of the belt which they had 
themfelyes, and he profeficd unto mee that upon all his beft 
obfervation,there was a very hopefull beginning amongft them 
of the Grace & Kingdome of our Lord Jefus. TheLord vouch- 
fafe to be the Omega among them as well as the Alpha of thig

As Me Wilton was ftirred up in bimfelfe to fend ws the 
Relation of his vwne obfervations upon his journey with 
At ENot, fo be having receivedfonme precious lines from an 
able Minifier of ibe Gofpel, viz. Ad: Leverich of Sand- 
wich 72 the Government of New Plymouth, whom the 

Lord had ftirred up to labour alfo in the converfion of the 

Indians: the eares feeming as it were white unto harvef, ~ 
and the labourers but very few, he adventures to put in bw 
fickle, not without hopefull fucceffe, as will appeare it his 
following lines. And for the difcouragements mentioned 
in 
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(2, Salute.you in,the Lord, I fhall trouble 
al you. onely avith two things, fir, the mooving 
_caufes inducing, mee.to-fet.upon this worke: 
, Secondly,.with what fuccefic 1 have, hitherto 
sbeen entertained, by. the blefling of God upon 
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min my houfe, he propounds to mee a motion of teaching the 
Indians neereus. And fometime after Mt Eliot invices mee to the 
fame worke by his Letters: then I thought with my felfe kmuft 
flay, and began to taft che motion with more affection, refol- 
ving, that if God would pleafe to ft up the roomes of others 
with the accefle of fuch forlorne Creatures , and bring in {uch 
as wandred in the high wayes, lanes, and hedges; and Call in 
the lame, and hale, and blind, in ftead of thofe Contemners, 
it would be a mercy; and by no other refpects in this world 
was my breaft inclined unto this worke, andto attend God in 
it. As touching the fecond, for matter of fuccefle and incou- 
-ragement, [ cannot but reckon this one, and that not the leaft, 
that chough the Indian tongue be very dificult, irregular, and 
anomalous, and wherein I cannot meete with a Verbe Subftan- 
tive as yet, nor any fuch Particles, as Conjun@ions, &c. which 
are effentiall to che feverall forts of axioms, and confequently 
coal! rational] and perfe& difcourfes, and that though their 
wordsare generally very long, even fe{quipedalia verba, yer I 
finde God helping , not onely my felfe to learne and attaine 
- more of ic in a fhore time, then I thinke I could or did of La- 
_tine, Greeke, or Hebrew, in the like {pace of time, when m 
memory was ftronger,& when all known-rules ofArt are help- 
full to faften fuch notions in the minde of the learner ; butal- 
fo the Indrans to underftand mee fully (as they acknowledge ) 
fo farre as I have gone. 1 am conftrained by many ambages and 
circumlocutions to fupply the former defect, to expreffe my 
-felfeto them as | may. The next encouragement I may not 
without ground omic to mention is this, that it pleafeth God 
‘ to helpe fome of thefe poore Creatures to looke over and bee 
yond the Examptcs of fome of cur loofer fort of Englifb, which 
I looke upon as a great fumbling blocke to many.

Thirdly, that they were fo hurtful in their lives, and were 
“alfo thankfull that now through the blefling of God they had 
an opportunitie to be delivered out of that dangerous Condi- 
tion. The Indians did all much rejoyce to fee the Pawwaws 
-turne from their wicked wayes to ferve the Lord. Not long af- 
ter the Pawwaws had forfaken their old way, on aLe&ure day 
after Exercife diverfe Indians defired to become the fervants of 
the Lord, amongft whom was a Pawwaw, called Tequanonim, 
who was of great efteeme and very notorious’; for he as they 
faid, and in their ignorance conceived, never did hurt to any, 
but alwayes good, endeavouring to the good and prefervation 
of the Indians ; whereunto alfo.he was accompted by them to be 
firongly provided. And as himfelfe faid he had been poffeffed 
fromthe Crowne of the head to the foals of the foote with 
Papwawnomas, not onely in the fhape of living Creatures, as 
Fowles,Fiffes,and creeping things,but Braffe, Iron, and Stone. 
- It was therefore the more to be acknowledged the worke of 
God, that he fhould forfake this way, his friends, imi to

This Pawwéw declaring by what meance 
the Lord tooke him off this devillith Trade, faid that he had 
heard fome things from my Father, who tooke cecafion to 
difcourfe withhim about the way of true happineife, that he 
thould never forget, bleffed be God, his Countfell:had fo good 
an eficctas [hope ic hath on many otherg; It pleafed the Lord 
who will have all the gods of the earch tobe terrible unto him; 
Forhe meeting Mumanequem in the wood by accidenr,told him 
abat he was'glad he had an opportunitie to fpeake his minde 
anto him, for he had-many fearchings of heare about his 
Pawwawing, and did thinke ic was nota’good way, and that 
God was afigry with him for it; for faid he my wite hath been 
a long time ficke, and the more J Pawwaw for her, the ficker fhe 
is; Andthisdoth agree with an obfervation of the Indians of 
this jiland, viz. chat fince the Word of God hath been taughe 
unto them in ehis place, the Pawwaws have been much foyled — 
in their devillith taskes, and that inftead of curing have rather 
killed. many ; but in awordthe fruit of this and all other 
meanes was.a publigue manifeftation of hatred to his former 
wayes, wondering he was yet alive who was fo finfull, and 
that he defired to be better, and to believe in Chrift; for whofe 
fake onely., he did believe his finnes could be pardoned, and 
that he did defire to heare the word of God. This man hereby: 
hath made thofe of his own houfe'to be his Enemies; his wife, 
his children, and moftof his friends.and kindred, whe remaine 
_ obftinate ftill, whereby he meets with many troubles & temp. 
tations : one of his brethren being very ficke did earncfly de. 
fire that he would Pawwaw for him; which he refufed, his bro-= 
ther told him that he might keep it private,but he ftill refufed, 
telling him that notwichftanding that, ifhe fhould anfwer his 
defire, he fhould breake hisCovenant, and finne againft God 5 
‘and therefore would not. nL EME ara C? Sig 
There:came prefling in at the fame time about fiftie Indians, 
_ deliring to joyne with the worfhippers of God in: his fervice. 
Jt would be too long for mee to fet downe what every one faid 
before they entred into Covenant, onely this I may not emit; 
that all of them came confefling their finnes, fome wes

the naughtineffe of their hearts, others in particular, a&ealt 
jinnes they had lived in: and alfo they all defired to be made 
better, and to. attend unto the Word of God, to that end 
looking onely. to Chrift jefus for falvation. 1 obferved alfo 
that they generally came in by Families, bringing alfo their 
Children with them, faying, | have brought my Children too, 
1 would have my Children ferve God wich us, deiire chat this 
fon and this daughter may worhhip Febovad, and if they could 
but fpeake, their parents would have chem {ay fomething, to 
thew their willingnefle ce ferve God: And when the Comman- 
dements were repeated, they all acknowledged them to be 
good, and made choice of Febovab to be their God , promuling 
by his helpe to walke.according co his Counfelis: Aud whea 
they were received by therm that were before in this general 
Covenant, ic was by lowde voyces giving thankes to God that 
they were met together in the waycs ot Febsvab; chis is all be- 
foretheend ofthe yeare 1650. : 

And now througit che mercy of God there are an handred 
ninetie-nine men, women, and children, chat have profefied 
rhemfelves to be worfhippers of clic great and everliving God. 
There arenow two meetings kept every Lords day, the one 
three miles, the other about Eight miles offmy houfe: Hid. 
comes teachech twicea day at the neareft, and Mumanequem ac- 
cordingly at che fartheft, che laft day of the weeke they come 
unto me to beinformed couching tne fubje& they are to han- 
die: And che Lord doth much affit chem, bleffed be the name 
of the Lord. I have alio undertaken to keepe by the helpe of 
Godtwo Lectures among them, which will be at each once 
a fortnight : And I hope it will be by thgbleffing of God very 

rofitable unto chem. This vinter Lintend, if the Lord will, 
to fet up a Schvole to ceach the Indians to reade, viz. the Chil- 
dren, and alo any young men that. are willing to learne, 
whereof they are very g'ad. Lam alfo endeavouring their Co- 


habirationswith all conyenicnt fpeed, that fo they may be 


more helpful! one to another ; and alfo the better advantaged 
to carry on thee worke they have fet upon to Gods elorie,and 
their owne comfort. And what I have written concerning the 
Pawwawes, and the fiftie ree were admitted to nae 
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that worfhipped God in one day : There were diverfe Englify 
both eye and eare witnefles thereof, as well as my felfe > and — 
wee could not but acknowledge much of the Lords Power and. 
goodneffe to be vifible amongft them, who without being dri. 
ven by power , or allured by gifts; were fo ftrongly carried as 
gainft chofe wayes they fo much loved, to love the Way that. 
nature hates. Let us therefore magnifie the Lord, who alone 
doth this, and feeke unto him to doe moreand more fill, that. 
fo one generation may praife his works to another,and that {o 
both wee and them may abundantly utter the memory of his 
great goodneffe and power, In that new fong, Revelations 5. 9, 
untill that wee all meete together in Heaven, and Sing glorious 
praifesunto bim that fitteth upon the Throne, and unto the Lambe 
for ever and ever. In whom I heartily recommend you unto
